The 
demand upon Miss Stone Is admlttei 
to be peremptory. Thus far she has 
neglected to supply the facts deslrei 
and the department Is Indisposed to 
proceed further with the case. 


Correspondence between Miss Stone 


and the department has been unsatls 
factory, as the department has been 
unable to obtain from her anything 
tangible upon which to base a claim 
for damages. 
The missionary has 


written a letter of excessive longtl 
In which she tells the story of he 
capture, but not one of her statements 
Is substantiated by affidavits or othc 
proofs upon which action could hi 
taken.

FAMILY FEUD CAUSES 


COURTROOM TRAGEDY 


Woman Is Shot to Death While Try- 


Ing to Prevent Husband From 


Engaging in Combat. 


Mattoon, 111., May HO.—Mrs. Jacob 


Berry was fatally shot by James M. 
Rawllns In the courtroom of Police 
Magistrate Scott and n panic ensued 
In the courtroom. The tragedy was 
tho outcome of a family tend. 


Mrs. Berry and Mrs. Rawllns quar- 


reled In the street and Indulged In a 
fist fight, and while they were quar- 
reling Mrs. Berry's daughter came to 
her rescue with a club and seriously 
hurt Mrs. Rawllns, who Immediately 
thereafter swore out a warranl for tho 
arrest of Mrs. Berry and her daughter. 
Mrs. Berry tiled a counter charge. 


The cases came up before Justice 


Scott and tho husbands of. both wom- 
en were present. The magistrate or- 
dered that the case be continued and 
all started to leave the courtroom. As 
they did so Rawllns made an Insulting 
remark to Berry, who started toward 
him with clinched flats. Seeing this 
Rawllns drew a revolver 
and Mrs 


Berry, fearing for her husband, ran 
forward to pull him away. 
She was 


clinging to his shoulder when Rawllns 
flred three shots at her, one of the 
bullets causing a fatal wound.

Elephant Work in Burma/? 


The Great Beast Sometimes Labors 


Without Immediate Oversight. 


America presents varied 
scenes 


and contrasting methods In Its lum- 
bering industries, says n writer In 
Forestry and Irrigation, and. while 
modern Invention makes use of the 
endless cables and 
Improved log 


tramways, there can be found in iden- 
tical camps with these the most pri- 
mitive po\ver of skids and steers. Ev- 
en more tnan most persons realize, 
thes use of these slow animals is 
still adhered to. and the yoke of oxen 
is In requisition from the 
Maine 


.woods to the redwood forests of Cali- 
fornia. 
The sole use of an ox in a 


lumber camp, however, Is that of 
the draft animal. 


In Burmah the animal generally 
used In lumber operations Is the ele- 
phant. While "my lord the elephant" 
solves in a unique way the transpor- 
tation 
problem—always a vexatious 


one In lumbering operations—ho does 
more* than that. The stolid and slow 
moving ox car. haul a load from one 
place to another, but the Inad has 
to be made ready for him In tho 
first place, and after It has arrived 
at Its destination • it has to he un- 
loaded. 
The elephant takes care of 


all these operations. 
Not only Is ho 


a draft animal, but In some instances, 
at a word from his driver, he pi«.nS 
up a timber, carries It to the desig- 
nated point, and then not only de- 
posits it where it belongs, but does 
so with precision and comparative 
ease, acompllshlng n result almost 
Impossible to hand labor, and with 
less expenditure of time than would 
be required by a steam crane. 
In most cases an elephant driver 


or mahout is required for each ele- 
phant, hut human labor Is so cheap 
as not to be a factor In the expense. 
The elephant furnishes the 
labor 


which Is paid for, and the driver is 
looke.l upon as a necessary, though 
not altogether desirable, concomitant, 
as the native helper Is not so mucn 
to be relied upon as his charge. Op- 
ium and the strong brews of native 
roots work on human frailty, but 
the elephant has no desire for these. 


In many big lumbering operations 


the elephants are seemingly "told" 
•what thcv are to do In the morning, 
and left In some degree to carry on 
the work during the day according 
to their own devices.

able are the stories told of their sag- 
acity. One of these stories, vouched 
for as true, concerns lumbering, and 
tells of an elephant that was about 
to pick up a log Just as the great 
gong which signaled the clone of the 
day's work was sounded.

ly a little larger than others which 
had been carrier;, proved too heavy 
for the elephant to lift from 
the 


ground. 
Another elephant was re- 


quisitioned, but the 
two 
together 


failed to make any headway with the 
heavy timber, and tho attempt was 
given up. 
In tho morning, the first 


elephant went Immediately to 
tne 


timber, lifted It with apparent case, 
and carried It to the required rest- 
Ing place. 


The lumber handled 
by 
these 


beasts, however. Is exceedingly hea- 
vy. 
Most of It Is teak, familiar to 


Americans In the form 
of 
black, 


quaintly carved furniture, of a weight 
and hardness which suggest (-bony. 
Much of It when handled by tno ele- 
phants. Is thoroughly water-snaked. 
In Ilutiyard Kipling's poem. "Manila- 
lay." which -exploits some of 
the 


charms of Upper Burmah. he speaks 
of 
"Elephants a-pllln' teal; 
in the sludgy, squdgy crock." 


In a story. "Motl-Onj." ho tells of 
an elephant of that name, how It was 
ordered to work for n period of sever- 
al days, during which time the ma- 
hout was to be away. Before leaving 
the driver tapped the big elephant's 
foot a number of times. 
agreeing 


\v...i the specified number of days 
which the beast was to work while 
he was gone. 
True to these Instruc- 


tions. Motl-Guj worked peaceably and 
with ardor until the set time was 
tip. 
At the expiration of the driver's 


leave tho elephant refused to work 
an.i throats, force and cajolery were 
unavailing to compel him to keep at 
his task until the recalcitrant mahout 
should return. 
When mahout and 


elephant were at last reunited, how- 
over, all trnco of stubbornness and 
had tempor disappeared from Moti- 
OuJ nnd he resumed his tank with 
an evident willingness. 
Then- are 


many other pnscagcs wh^ro Kipling 
renders tribute to the sagacity of the 
elpphant. for whose Intelligence the 
novelist has respect.

The Asparagus Bed. 


In most of the 
Northern states, _ 


spring is the best time to start an i 
asparagus bed. The work should be ' 
begun as soon 
as> the soil Is dry j 


enough. 
The advantage of beginning : 


early Is to get the asparagus roots; 
Into the soil in time to r«;t<!ire tho ' 
benefit of the spring rains. The bed 
may indeed be put In late, say Juno 
or July, but in that case the roots 
will be trying to send up shouts at a 
time of year when there Is the least 
supply of moisture. 
Artificial water- 


ing Is often resorted to In such cases. 


[ but such application of water Is often 


neglected or made too scantily, and 


I Uie supply that nature Klves Is thus 


much to be preferred. 
Moreover. In 


the case of a large bed on sandy 
soil, the application of water would 
be found to entail an immense amount 


I of labor. 


For asparagus tne ground should bo 


thoroughly worked. If the land has a 
decided slope, run the asparagus rows 
In accordance with It. so that the 
soil may to some extent have a nat- 
ural drainage. 
It Is best to give tho 


j plants room enough, and If they nru 
I from four to five f«n npurl. it will 
1 be better for them and make it easier 


to cultivate with a horse. If the bed 


I be of sufficient size to require It. As- 
I paragus roots spread rapidly and soon 
I cover a large area. 
They will pro- 


dare larger shoots and will continue 


I to produce longer than will be the case 
I If the roots are planted close together, 
I as used to be done. In too close plant- 
lings, the bed* In u few years bccomo 
la mass of roots, and the stalks become 
I smaller and tougher from year to 
I year.

When a large field Is to be planted 


I to asparagus It Is interesting to know 
I how many plants will be required. If 
(they are set three f«et apart each 
I way an acre will require -1,840: threo 
I by four feet. 3.G40; four by four feet. 
12,722 plants; four by Uvo feet, 2,178 
I plants per acre; flve by flvo feel, 
ll.f.92; tlv« by six feet. 1.452; six by 


..•* .«t;L, i.iju. me room ot ii.-inniu 
will sometimes be found In (he suit 
ten feet from tho parent stem, so 11 
la readily seen that they can use all 
the room given them. 


Asparagus Is not a deep-root*-!] plant 


and does not require to be planted 
In deep trenches, us homo seem tu 
think. In its wild state it grows on 
the edges of marshes and has to send 
its roots down only a few inches to 
reach water. 
The roots rantmt livo 


In water and hence run far over tho 
ground near tho surface. 
When they 


are planted In deep trenches on heavy 
soil the roots lie In water for wuui:a 
at a time and the plants die. 
Tho 


writer knows of Hitch a bed being 
made in the spring of 11)02. It was 
on heavy, wet soil. The old mnn that 
dug the trench followed the old no- 
tion and put It down "good and deep," 
which meant over two feet. He filled 
the bottom with tomuto cans and the 
like rubbish, piled n lot of manure
